French  Claim  Successes  at 
Various  Points  Between  Riv- 
ers— Germans  Say  They 
Were  Always  Victorious, 


PARIS}  April  7.— The  following  offi- 
cial statement  was  issued  by  the  War 
Office  tonight: 

"The  very  unfavorable  weather  con- 
tinues. Nevertheless,  activity  haa  been 
pronounced  between  the  Mouse  and  the 
Moselle,  where  we  have  maintained  all 
our   gains  and   made   further   advances. 

"Near  Pareid,  east  of  Verdun,  we 
have  taken  two  lines  of  trenches.  On 
Tuesday  night,  at  Eparges,  we  made  an 


important  advance. 

"All  today  the  Germans  were  engaged 
In  violent  counter-attacks,  but  they  re- 
gained nothing.  Their  last  attack  was 
particularly  heavy,  but  they  were 
mowed  down  by  our  fire.. 

"The  same  thing  occurred  in  Allly 
woods;  after  several  counter-attacks, 
all  of  which  we  repulsed,  we  remained 
masters  of  the  position  which  we 
gained  yesterday.  On  this  part  of  the 
front  we  captured  numerous  prisoners. 

"Among  the  prisoners  taken  yester- 
day in  the  region  of  Hartmanns-Weller- 
ikopf  were  men  of  the  Guard,  brought 
Into  this  region  by  the  Germans  after 
their  defeat  of  March  26." 

The  afternoon  report  said: 

"A.  German  detachment  with  three 
machine  guna  succeeded  in  crossing  to 
the  left  bank  of  the  Yser,  south  of  Die 
Grachten.  It  was  attacked  yesterday 
and  dislodged  by  a  Belgian  force,' 

"An  attack  made  by  us  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  Etain  rendered  us  masters  of 
Hills  219  and  2  81.  in  addition  to 
the  Bois  Haut  and  the  hospital  farms. 

"A  tLes  Eparges  we  gained  ground 
and  maintained  our  advances,  at  the 
same  time  taking  prisoners,  including 
three  officers. 

"In  the  Bau-de-Sant  we  mined  and

Several    Austrian     Commanders    Netlred 
on  Ground  of  "Ill-Health" — Diplo- 
matic Activity  it  atom* 

ROME,  April*  7. — Gen.  Von  Schemua, 
formerly  chief  of  the  Austrian  general 
staff  and  then  commander  of  an  army 
corps  In  Gallcla,  who  was  subsequently 
called  to  Vienna  to  collaborate  with 
Conrad,  Is  now  leaving  active  service. 
He  has  been  pensioned  owing  to  "111- 
healih,"  but  It  is  an  open  secret  that 
his  removal  Is  due  to  his  recent  unsuc- 
cessful campaign   in  the  Carpathians. 

Other  generals,  who  are  Invariably 
blamed  unless  they  are  archdukes,  are 
shortly  expected  to  share  Von  Sche- 
raua's  fate,-  and  the  Viennese  are,  now 
saying  that  a  special  hospltoi  will 
shortly  be  needed  for  the  numerous 
generals  pensioned  owing  to  ill  health, 
which  is  assuming  the  proportions  of 
an  epidemic,  and  is  undoubtedly  con- 
tagious. 

Everybody  is  now  aware  that  im- 
portant events  are  impending.  The  pre- 
vailing impression, '  despite  reiterated 
denials,  is  that  a  separate  peace  Is  be- 
coming more  probable,  for  Austria's 
only  safety  lies  In  peace.  The  Tope  is 
reported  to  have  warned  Francis  Joseph 
that  his  first  duty  to  the  empire  is  to 
avert  disintegration,  even  at  the  cost 
of  territorial  sacrifices. 

After  the  Italian  premier's  return 
yesterday,  an  Intense  period  of  diplo- 
matic activity  began.

RAIDER  ADOPTS 


Commander  Thierichens  De- 
cides Upon  internment  of 
Prinz  Eitel  Friedrich  Rather 
Than  Face  Allies'  Cruisers.

Tomorrow'  the  commerce  raider  will 
make  her  last  cruise  of  the  war.  .  She 
will  be  taken  to  the  Norfolk  navy  yard, 
across  Hampton  Roads  from  the  ship- 
yard here. 

Collector  of  Customs  Hamilton 
boarded  the  Eitel  shortly  after  seven 
o'clock  tonight  with  an  imperative  no- 
tice from  the  Washington  Government 
that  the  time  for  his  stay  In  this  port 
would  expire  at  midnight  tonight,  and 
.that  he  must  leave  American  waters  by 
four  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  April  8. 
Before  the  customs  officer  could  deliver 
the  message  Commander  Thierichens 
handed  to  him  ,tbe  written  announce- 
ment of  his  decision.

ATHENS,  April  7.— Venizelos,  the  fa- 
mous Greek  statesman,  who  retired 
from  the  premiership  recently  following 
his  differences  with  the  King  on  the 
question  of  intervention*,  received  a  cor- 
respondent yesterday  and  talked  freely 
about  the  situation.  The  outstanding 
feature  of  the  conversation  was  the  ex- 
Premier's  declaration  of  his  unshakable 
faith  in  the  ability  of  the  Allies  to 
carry  out  their  full  programme  In.  the 
Near  East  and  the  expression  of  his 
conviction  that  the-  check  at  the  nar- 
rows of  the  Dardanelles  has  in  no  way 
dampened  the  enthusiasm  of  his  support- 
ers for  the  policy  he  has  already  out* 
lined.  ~ 

"The  great  -  the  difficulties  with 
which  the  friends  of  Greece  are  faced, 
the  greater  la  the  need  for  Greece's 
loyalty  to  old  friendships,"  he  declared, 
squaring  his  shoulders.* 

"The  traditions  of  a  hundred  years 
are  not  to  be  effaced  by  incidents  such 
as  these.  We  know  minor  losses  are 
necessary  in  order  to  achieve  a  greater 
end.  It  is  this  end,  too,  for  which  I 
am  more  and  more  convinced,  as  day 
succeeds  day  and  the  position  develops, 
that  the  Greek  people  are  prepared  to 
make  all  necessary  sacrifices.  At  no 
stage  of  recent  events  have  I  had  such 
solid  backing  of  public  opinion  as  at 
the  present  moment,  and  this  Is  the  di- 
rect result  of  the  prospect  of  operations 
against  Constantinople  being  more  pro- 
longed than  was  first  hoped.''

TUNNELING    FOR    LIBERTY 


.Ingenious    Plan    of   German    Officers     In 

Confinement    Near   Maidenhead— 

Had  Nearly  Succeeded 


MAIDENHEAD,  Eng„  April  7.— A  de- 
termined attempt  on  the  part  of  German 
officers  at  Philberds,  near  Maidenhead, 
to  escape  from  internment  has  been  dis- 
covered. 

A  short  lime  ago  some  of  the  prison- 
ers developed  a  liking  for  gardening  at 
the  rear  of  the  mansion  in  which  they 
were  detained,  and  some  extensive 
raised  flower  beds  gave  practical  evi- 
dence of  their  ability.  A  few  days  ago, 
however,  the  suspicions  of  an  adjutant 
were  aroused,  and  he  kept  wpevial  ob- 
servation, calling  in  a  workman  osten- 
sibly to  lay  down  drain  pipes  In  the 
rear  of  the  garden.  Me  indicated  the 
spot  to  begin  work,  and  very  soon  the 
workmans'  pick  struck  a  hollow.  It  was 
then  discovered  that  the  German  prison- 
ers had  made  a  tunnel  from  eight  to 
twelve  yards  long,  two  feet  high  and 
two  feet  wide,  that  was  Ingeniously 
cased  with  wood.  An  ordinary  fire 
shovel  appeared  to  have  been  used  la 
excavating. 

The  Germans  bad  cut  through  the 
thick  concrete  foundation  of  a  high  brick 
wall,  and  would  soon  have  been  able  to 
sen  daylight  hnd  the  tunnel  not  been. 
discovered.  Most  of  their  work  was 
done  during  the  night.  There  were  more 
than  100  German  officers  Imprisoned 
there,  some  of  whom  are  distinguished 
military    men.

"It  appears  to  be  a  note  against  Ger- 
many rather  than  against  Britain,  and 
It  is  bo  formed  that  Britain  may  leave 
it  unnoticed  without  having  reason  to 
tear  any  serious  steps  from  the  Amer- 
ican Government. 

"Against  Germany,  •  although  In  a 
\  elled  manner,  the  reproach  is  made 
that  she  does  not  observe  the  principles 
of  warfare  as  recognized  by  civilized 
countries.

ELECTION  LAWS 


Two  Receive  Third, Readings  in 
House  of  Commons — Mem- 
bers of  Parliament  as  Di- 
rectors of  Companies. 


OTTAWA.  April  T.— The  bills  to 
amend  the  Dominion  Election  Act  and 
the  Controverted  Elections  Act  both  re- 
ceived a  third  reading  In  the  House  of 
Commons  today,  after  a  long  discus- 
sion. 

An  amendment  by  Eduard  Proulx,  of 
Prescott,  to  the  former  bill,  designed  to 
prevent  members  of  Parliament  from 
being  directors  of  companies  doing  busi- 
ness with  the  Government,  was  produc- 
tive of  many  speeches.  Finally  Sir 
uobert  Borden  promised  to  ask  the 
Justice  Department  If  it  would  be  pos- 
sible to  draft  a  clause  covering  at  least 
a  portion  of  the  object  aimed  at  by  the 
member  for  Prescott.  If  this  is  done, 
an  amendment  will  be  moved  when  the 
till   is  considered  in   the  Senate. 

The  House  spent  several  hours  con- 
sidering the  smaller  votes  for  harbor 
and  river  improvements  throughout  the 
country.  • 

Keplying  to  questions  of  Hon.  Frank 
Oliver,  the  Minister  of  Public  Works! 
said  that  there  had -been  a  marked  in- 
crease In  the  traffic  on  the  Red  River 
since  the  completion  of.  the  St.  An- 
drew's locks.  Hon.  William  Pugsley  ex* 
pressed  his  pleasure,  because,  he  said,' 
the  late  Government  had  hesitated  about 
making  so  large  an  expenditure  on  the 
locks. 

Mr.  Oliver  asked  if  as  a  result  of 
this  work  the  sanitary  condition  at 
Winnipeg  had  been  made  less  favorable. 

Hon  Robert  Rogers  announced  that 
the  commission  which  Is  investigating 
the  commercial  feasibilities  of  the 
Georgian  Bay  Canal  would  require  an- 
other year,  at  least  to  complete  its  In- 
vestigations. He  added  that  the  com- 
mission was  now  completing  Informa- 
tion, and  when  that  was  secured.  It 
would    hold    public    hearings. 


WASHINGTON,       April      7.— Complete 
defeat   of      thy      Villa     army      operating 

against  Tamplco  was  claimed  in  a  mes- 
sy ge  front  Tamplco  dateil  yesterday,  re- 
ceived tonight  by  the  Carratnca  agency 
here.      The   dispatch    said: 

••The  military  movement  of  the  rim- 
Stitutiongl  fore  under  the  command  of 
Generals  Trevino  and  Caballero  directed 
against  the  Villa  troops  commanded  by 
I'rblna  and  Chao,  has  resulted  in  the 
complete  defeat  of  the  Vlllalstas  after 
a  series  of  battles  near  Ebano,  after 
which  the  Villa  forces  retired  to  Las 
Palmas,  where  they  were  again  routed. 
The  majority  have  disbanded  and  fled 
to  the  Jungles  of  Huasteca  Potoslnn. 
"The  remainder  are  "endeavoring  to  get 
back  to  San  Louts  Potosl.  More  than 
400  prisoners  were  brought  into  Tam- 
plco, Including  many  wounded,  and  it 
Is  estimated  that  the  Vlllalstas  lost  up- 
wards of  1,000  men,  dead,  Wounded  and 
prisoners,  besides  most  of  their  sup- 
plies and  equipment."

General  Obregon,  In  his  official  re- 
port, says  that  Francesco  Villa  was 
personally  in  command  of  the  forces. 
The  fighting  continued  for  some  thirty 
hours,  according  to  the  report,  and  after 
the  retreat  of  Villa's  men.  more  than 
1.000  of  Villa's  dead  were 'found  on  the 
field.  Four  hundred  prisoners  were 
taken. 

Obregon  reported  to  General  Carranza 
that  he  would  immediately  continue  his 
advance.

He  later  disposed  of 
his  share  of  the  business  to  his  partner 
and  then  sold  the  maTe  and  buggy  to 
Edward  Inbody,  of  Esquimau,  who,  in 
turn,  sold  the  outfit  to  Richard  Bray.

Indian  Warriors  Who  Have 
Been  in  Fighting—  Babu's 
Philosophy  of  Warfare, 


"Hardclot,"  writes  an  Anglo-Indian  In 
The  London  Times,  "has  become  for  tho 
moment  to  all  appearances  an  Indian 
cantonment  In  other  towns  of  Franco 
the  sepoy's  khaki  turban  blends  oddly 
with  the  mixed  headgear  of  the  pave- 
ment; in  Hardclot  the  Indian  con- 
valescent and  the  Indian  Medical  Service 
st.iff  have  the  sea-front   to  themselves. 

"Then  is  a  pertain  irony  In  the  occu- 
pation by  the  Indians  of  this  hijou  sea- 
side resort.  The  place  Is  tho  creation 
of  a  soclcte  who  are  artists  in  the  ex- 
ploitation of  pbasurc.  Architects  have 
moulded  Its  features  Into  the  expres- 
sion of  a  personality.  It.  Is  still  in  the 
making,  but  the  genius  of  the  place  has 
been  docile.  The  villas  has,.'  grOWn  out 
of  the  sands  like  an  exhalation.  They 
arc  artiStlO,  built  after  a  somewhat  elab- 
orate Dutch  pattern,  with  great  variety 
of  designs  and  a  riuieter  coloring  than  • 
usual  In  resorts  of  the.  kind, 

Entering  the  town  by  its  one  road  of 
access,  one  finds  the  streets  empty.  The 

tirst  sign  of  life  is  the  blue  dressing 
gown  of  the  convalescent  sepoy.  One 
sees  it  on  the  digue,  on  the  nod*,  and 
on  the  fringe  of  the  pine  woods.  As 
one  negrs  the  hotel  one  meets  the  first 
group  among  the  scattered  villas.  A 
GurtCha  Is  peering  into  the  unresponsive 
windows  or  "Aurorc,"  a  PathH.ii  Is  In- 
specting a  stuffed  heron  In  the  hall  of 
"Crepuncule."  The  very  names  of  the 
houses,  pious,  frivolous,  and  sentimental, 
add   to  the  Incongruity  of  the  scene.

1'nrm  we  do  not  mean  an  experimental 
farm,  and  we  add  that  a  demonstration 
farm  that  cannot  demonstrate  a  profit 
on  Its  operation*  Is  of  no  value  at  all. 
T,et  the  Government  do  what  the  or- 
dinary farmer  would  havi  to  do.  Let 
it  secure  a  piece  of  land  at  current 
prices  and  then  proceed  to  show  how 
that  land  can  be  Intensively  farmed  at 
a  profit.  Any  other  kind  of  demonstra- 
tion Is  of  no  value  whatever,  We  are 
not  now  speaking  of  experimental 
farm*.  They  may  or  may  not  he  con- 
ducted at  a  profit.

The  Prlnz  Eltel  Friedrloh  entered 
Newport  News  on  March  10,  and  yes- 
terday, exactly  four  weeks  after  her 
arrival  there,  her  commander  asked  that 
his  ship  be  interned  until  the  end  of 
the  war.  Why  he  was  given  so  long  to 
make  up  his  mind  1*  an  enigma,  unless, 
should  the  occasion  arise,  a  British 
armed  merchantman,  or  warship.

The 
vigil  outside  Newport  News  imposed 
no  additional  expense  on  the  exchequers 
of  France  and  Britain,  in  fact,  the  ex- 
penditure was  probably  less,  as  less 
fuel  was  consumed  than  if  the  war- 
ships had  been  compelled  to  patrol  a 
larger  area,  The  whole  affair  Is  some- 
what ludicrous,  but  its  upshot  is  a 
gain  for  the'  Allies,  as  one  more  con- 
-verted-merchant  cruiser  of  the  enemy  - 
is  out  of  commission.   ,

Writing  to  The  London  Telegraph, 
Mr.  W.  T.  Massay  speaks  as  follow  a 
with  regard  to  the  campaign  in  the 
Sues  Canal  sone: 

The  principal  feature  about  the  pris- 
oners who  have  been  brought  to  Cairo 
is  their  condition*  Some  were  clothed  in 
khaki  drill,  some  in  white,  which  is  ill- 
suited  to  the  cold,  keen  winds  which 
blow  of  nights  in  the  desert.  A  goodly 
number  were  bootless,  but  practically 
all  bad  been  well  Sod.  which  denotes  that 
the  few  German  officers  with  the  ad- 
vanced guard— and  they  are  fewer  than 
marly  supposed — have  instilled  some 
sort  of  method  Into  the  supply  organiza- 
tion. To  have  done  that  is  almost  to 
have  achieved  the  Impossible.  They 
have  much  more  to  do  before  the  big 
army  can  cross,  and*  their  troubles  will 
only  begin  when  the  journey  Is  half 
covered. 

The  full  story  of  tho  fighting  Is  not 
yet  known,  but  more  can  be  told  than  the 
cables  could  carry.  There  was  brisk 
work  east  of  Kan  tar  a,  which  forms  the 
northernmost  point  of  attack,  now  that 
the  Plain  of  Peluslum  Is  covered  by 
water...  The  value  of  that  portion  of 
the  engineers'  work  cannot  be  rated  too 
high,  At  IsmaUla  Ferry,  just  north  of 
Lake  Timsah;  the  quality  of  the  defence 
was  displayed  to  the  enemy's  discom- 
fiture, and  the  Navy's  part  was,  of 
course,  well  done. 

However,  It  was  at  the  other  end  of 
the  lake,  between  Tounsoun  and  Sera- 
peum.  that  the  happiest  result  was 
accomplished.  Here  the  Canal  narrows 
and  passes  between  .sandhills  and  .small 
patches  of  cultivated  ground  on  the 
west,  and  gravel  flats,  three  or  four 
miles  wide,  backed  by  Irregular,  rising, 
barren  hills  on  the  east.  . 

Our  Intelligence  Department  is. very 
wide  awake,  and  "when  an  enemy  column 
moved  down  the  camel  track  from  the 
hills  It  was  allowed  to  proceed  un- 
molested to  the  bank  of  the  Canal. 
Even  then  It  got  to  work  unimpeded. 
Prisoners  say  they  only  heard  the  bark- 
ing of  three  dogs.  Not  a  sound  came 
from  the  British  force  working  up  to 
their  Hank,  and  our  troops  on  tho  op- 
posite bank  were  dumb.  And.  Strange 
to  relate,  no  patrol  boat  was  ruffling 
the  waters  which  they  had  regularly  dis- 
turbed for  months  during  the  dark 
hours! 

The  enemy  mistook  the  quietude  ft 
security,  but  a  thousand  pnlrs  of  eyes 
were  watching  them.  With  the  rJim 
moon  as  their  only  light  the  enemy, 
directed  by  a  German  and  Turkish  en- 
eer,  launched  a  couple  of  pontoons, 
and    the    men    began    to    pnek    together 

I  he  kerosehe  cans  on  which  the  bridging 
planks  were  to  rest.  The  oatts  were 
assembled  In  triangular  masses,  Pneh 
apex  facing  the  direction  of  the  cur- 
rent, the  strength  <>f  which  had  not 
been    properly    estimated. 

Presently,  there  was  a  terrific  tusilode 
from  the  western  iwnk.  a  heavy  maxim 
and  riric  tiro  poured  into  the  bridge- 
builders  from  two  directions,  the  oil 
cans  were  perforated  and  sunk,  und  the 

planks  floated  away,  leaving  many  men 
to  drown,  although  four  reached  the 
western  hank  and  escaped.  At  dawn 
the  column  was  In  sorry  plight,  for  It 
found  Its  retreat  menaced  by  Indian 
troops,  who  showed  their  capacity  for 
night  operations  by  moving  silently  and 
swiftly  over  several  miles  of  rough  coun- 
try.

The  Lancashire  TerrlterlaJs  were  not

It  Is  hardly  necessary  to  ear  that  the 
Turkish  prisoners  are  being  humanely 
treated.  Their  wounded  are  laSnltely 
better  off  In  our  hands  than  those  ear- 
ned away  Into  the  desert  ean  possibly 
be.

Word  wa.i  ,-ecelved  yesterday  by 
Superintendent  Colin  Campbell,  head  of 
the  Provincial  Police  Department,  from 
chief  Constable  Cameron,  of  Ashcroft, 
of  the  murder  at  Qullchena,  near  Nicola, 
of  ah  Indian,  Jamei  Edwards,  and  the 
commltal  just  one  month  later  of  two 
Indians  of  the  Douglas  Lake  tribe. 
Alex.  Scotty  and  Joseph  Frank,  on  a 
charge  of  murdering  Edwards. 

Edwards,  who  had  been  In  the  Qull- 
chena section  engaged  in  breaking- 
horses,  was  found  on  the  evening  of 
February  27  dead  In  the  road  with 
severe  wounds  on  the  head.  The  ln- 
<liiest  held  at  Qullchena  returned  a 
verdict  that  the  Indian  had  come  to  his 
death  hy  wounds  inflicted  by  a  parson 
or  persons  unknown,  and  It  was  not 
until  after  the  inquest  that  the  matter 
WSJ  reported  to  Chief  Constable 
Cameron,  who  assigned  Constables  Bell 
and  Farr  to  the  case.  Within  a  month 
several  Indians  were  arrested,  but  tho 
Investigation  narrowed  the  case  down 
to  Alex.  Scotty  and  Joseph  Frank,  both 
of  whom  were  charged  •' with  murder 
and  committed  for  trial.  Information 
secured'  by  the  police  Indicated  that,  in 
a  drunken- row  among  the  Indians,  Ed- 
wards was  beaten  by  the  other  two, 
who  then  rode  their  horses  back  and 
forth  over  his  prostrate  body.  One  of 
the  prlsonere,  Joseph  Frank,  only  a 
short  time  prevtousvto  his  arrest  bad 
been  released  from  jail  after  serving 
a  sentence  of  two  years  and  six  months 
for  complicity  in  a  stabbing  fray.

CANADIAN  TRENCHES 


Description  of  Trip  Across  the 
English  Channel  and  the 
Comfortable  Quarters  That 
Canadians  Occupy. 


Lieut.  Conover,  of  the  First  Canadian 
Contingent,   writes  as  follows: 

In  my  pack  on  my  back  Is  ray  great 
coat,  raincoat,  a  suit  of  underwear,  one 
pair   of    socks,    handkerchiefs,    hold-all 
containing    raior,     hair   brush,     comb, 
tooth  brush,  rasor  strop,  tooth  powder, 
soap   and   towel,    mess   tin,   containing 
cup,  plate,  combination  knife,  fork  and 
spoon,  salt  and  pepper  tins,  tea  boiler 
and  sugar   tin-     On   tho  left  side   we 
carry  a  haversack,  which  contains  roll- 
book,    field    service,    pocketbook,    field 
message   book   and   rations,   above    the 
haversack  is  my   map   case.     In  those 
pouches    above    the    map   case    I    carry 
two  automatic   clips,  each  loaded  with 
seven    rounds  of   ammunition.      In    the 
three   pouches   just    below   I   carry  my 
prismatic  compass  and  thirty  rounds-  -of 
revolver  ammunition.    On  the  right  side 
I    have"  my     revolver,     binoculars,   and 
Just  back  of  my  hand  il  my  water  bot- 
tle.   Under  my  pack  on  ray  belt  I  carry 
my  wire  cutters.    I  also  Intend  carrying 
an  automatic  pistol  on  my  belt  on  the 
left  side.    Counting  every  stitch  on  my 
body  it  would  weigh  about  fifty  pounds. 
everything  can  bo  attached  to  the  belt, 
and  by  unbuckling  the  belt  at  the  front 
it  Blips  off  like  a  waistcoat.    It  is  very 
comfortable  for  carrying."  ■ 

Xn  Comfortable  Quarters 

Lieut.  Conover  -  describes  the  trip 
from  England  to  France  as  being  very 
rough  and  taking  much  longer  than  be 
expected  it  would.  "He  was  greatly  im- 
pressed on  his  arrival  with  the  pictur- 
esque appearance  of  the  French  soldiers 
and  amused  by  mutual  efforts  to  make 
each  other  understood.  In  the  course 
of  the  trip,  |  lasting  two  days  on  a  troop 
train  'to  get  to  the  war  gone,  they  were 
hospitably  treated  at  stations  along 
the  road. 

Of  the  billet  from  which  he  writes 
Lieut.  Conover  States:  "Another  officer 
and  I  have  a  lovely  room  and  a  good 
bed.  There  are  six  of  us  here,  and  we 
have  one  cook  between  ub.  We  cef- 
talnely  are  comfortable  and  treated 
roost  hospitably. 

"I  must  tell  you  about  Monsieur  and 
'Madama  Lames  Mil  I  lard  t.  with  whom 
we  are  billeted.  They  are  quite  elderly 
people,  who  cannot  do  too  muoh  for  us. 
Of  course,  we  have  our  batman  to  look 
aftey  us,  and  'Oliver'  is  o«r  oO»9.iisj»i]r 

on  leers'  cook.  Our  dinner  tonight,  con- 
sisted of  roast  lamb,  boiled  potatoes, 
boiled  turnips,  gravy,  tea,  jam,  WeM 
and  cheese,  with  a  bottle  of  wine  fo>- 
those,  who  wished  to  drink  1t.  It  is 
ndn-tntoxlcatl»g~- not  too  bn.i  a  mwl 
for  men  within  somi'l  of  the  guns  on 
the  world's  greatest  battlefield. 

"For  lunch  we  had  a .  stew  of  bully 
beef,  (as  we  call  our  canned  beef),  car- 
rots, potatoes,  onions  and  lea,  coffee, 
bread,    hut tcr   and   cheese, 

"The  greatest  scarcity  is  matches. 
We  run   hardly   sH    thorn  at  all. 

"The    men.    unfortunately,     arc      not 

quite  as  comfortable  as  we  are.  Soin>.< 
are  in  houses  and  some  In  stables. 
All  have,  blanket*!  and  straw  for  a  bod, 
and  get,  of  course,  the  Government  ra- 
tions to  eat.  We  draw  the  same  ra- 
tions, hut  supplement  It  with  any  ex- 
tran  we  can  p'irrhnee.  The  men  Bleep 
as  <~io««p  an  possible.  Wo  have  about 
200  In  an  eight-room  house.  They  are 
crowded,  hut  as  a  result  are  warm,  and 
they  have  a  dry  place  to  sleep  and 
eal  "

The  death  occurred  yesterday  morn- 
ing of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Walter  Thomas 
<-'urrie,  at  his  residence  near  Royal 
Oak,  where  he  had  resided  for  the  past 
i<  w  yeara  ever  since  bis  retirerfTfint 
rinni  liih  activities  as  missionary.  For 
a  great  many  yeara  the  late  Dr.  Currle 
was  very  prominent  In  missionary  work, 
and  did  a  great  deal  of  good  in  Africa. 
He  wan  the  first  missionary  sent  to 
the  Dark  Continent  by  the  Canadian 
Congregational  Foreign  Missionary  So- 
ciety. 

The  late  minister  was  ;>  native  of  To- 
ronto, and  received  part  of  his  educa- 
tion there,  although  he  took  his  degree 
as  Bachelor  of  Arts  at  McOill  in  is*:.. 
He  graduated  from  the'  Canadian  Con- 
gregational College  in  the  same  year 
with  a  B.  A.,  and  became  Doctor  of 
Divinity  in  1907.  In  1886  he  married 
Miss  Clara  Wilkes,  a  niece  of  the  late 
Rev.  Dr.  Wilkes,  of  Montreal,  who  died 
eight  years  after.  He  married  Mies 
Johnston,  of  Brandon,  in  1894,  who  sur- 
vives him. 

He  was  appointed  a  missionary  in 
1885,  and  early  in  the  next  year  he  set 
out  for  Africa,  accompanied  by  his 
wife.  He  established,  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Canadian  Congregational 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  stations  at 
Chisamba  and  Bihc,  in  the  Portuguese 
Province  of  Angola  in  1888,  and  the  in- 
fluence of  these  places,  through  the 
agency  Of  Dr.  Currle,  spread  throughout 
the  coast  district.  An  extensive  med- 
ical,   educational    and    industrial   centre 


was  formed,  the  schools  of  which  were 
attended  by  some  8,000  natives,  who 
were  taught  to  live  a  Christian  life  and 
shown  better  methods  of  utilizing  the 
r.atural  resources  of  the  country.  He 
<*ld  a  groat  deal  of  arduous  work  during 
his  twenty-five  years'  stay  in  the 
colony. 

In  1903,  In  order  to  sec  how  the  mis- 
sions were  prospering  on  the  Bast  coast, 
he  undertook  a  long  journey  across  the 
heart-  of  Africa,  In  which  he  was  ac- 
companied by  his  wife.  During  his 
travels  ha  met  a  number  of  native 
tribes,  among  them  cannibals  who  had 
never  before  seen  a  white  man.  When 
re  arrived  on  the  coast  he  visited 
practically  all  the  missions  then  estab- 
lished. Being  much  interested  in  the 
Livingstone  Institute  on  Lake  Nyassa. 
the  result  of  the  work  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
laws,  of  whom  he  was  an  intimate 
friend,  he  did  not  rest  until  a  similar 
Institution  had  been  formed  on  the 
West  coast  The  plan  was  approved  by 
the  Canadian  and  American  boards,  so 
that  pupils  could  be  sent  to  the  school 
for  advanced  tuition  and  training.  It 
was  the  wish  of  the  board  that  Dr. 
Currle  should  be  president  of  the  pro- 
posed institution,  but,  owing  to  ill- 
health,  he  was  advised  by  his  phys- 
icians not  to  accept.  The  School  has 
since  been  Inaugurated  with  temporary 
buildings  in  the  interior  of  Angola. 

Dr.  Currlo  lived  for  three  years  in 
fcSaanlch  at  Westwood  Farm,  now  called 
Chisamba,  in  remembrance  of  the  sta- 
tion whteh  he  formed.  His  remains  will 
oe  sent  to  Toronto  on  Friday,  where  in- 
terment will  bo  made. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  his  mo- 
ther, who  lives  in  Toronto;  four  bro-/ 
there.  Dr.  Thomas  Currle,  Dr.  Charles 
J.  Currle,  and  Mr.  Horace  Currie,  of  To- 
on to,  and  Mr.  Gerald  Currie  of  New 
York:  five  slaters,  Mrs.  Samuel  Harris, 
Miss  Louise  Currie.  supervisor  of  kin- 
dergartens in  Toronto;  Miss  Laura  and 
Miss  Mabel  Currie.

Complaint,  that  a  brewing  ooneerp  of 
Ksriulmalt  has  been  Selling  goods  in  tho 
city  without  first  adopting  the  formal- 
ity of  taking  out  a  license  In  the  city 
whs  made  yesterday  afternoon  by  a 
deputation  oJC  the  Retail  Merchants'  As- 
sociation to  the  Board  of  License  Com- 
missioners, ;it  an  Informal  meeting 
which  wiis  liel.l  to  hear  the  deputation's 
stat'-ment. 

Recently  the  association  wrote  to  the 
City  Council  calling  attention  to  the. 
alleged  Infraction  of  the  license  regula- 
tions, and  the  communication  was  re- 
ferred to  the  License  Commissioners 
for  consideration.  The  deputation  con- 
sisted of  Mr.  II  V.  Pratt  Of  the  Hud- 
son's Bay  Company;  Mr.  Harry  Hobs. 
of  Messrs.  Dlxl  Ross  &  Company,  and 
Mr.  T.  J.  Jackman,  of  the  Victoria 
Liquor  Company,  Limited.  It  was 
stated  that  the  Esquimau  Brewing 
Company,  while  not  possessed  of  a  city 
wholesale  license,  had  been  operatlnK 
under  a  Provincial  license  and  Belling 
liquors  by  wholesale  to  Victoria  licensed 
premises,  aa  well  as  selling  less  quan- 
tities than  Is  permitted  by  the  city's 
regulations.  It  wa«  urged  upon  the 
commissioners  that  the  brewery  be 
forced  to  take  out  a  wholesale  license, 
the  semi-annual   fee   foV   which   is   1160.

The  following  Is  a  translation  from 
the  letter  of  a  Belgian  officer  written 
to   a   fellow    countryman: 

While  writing  this  letter  T  hear 
bombs  exploding  In  the  neighborhood. 
That  Is  the  new  fashion  the  German* 
have  adopted  the  last  few  days.  Nearly 
every  day  their  airmen  come  ami  drop 
bombs  on  the  villages,  which  have  been 
left  to  us  in  Belgium  behind  the  fight- 
ing line;  but  up  to  the  present  no  real 
damage  has  been  done  by  their  toys. 
They  *ro  doing  this — they  say  In 
their  little  pamphlets  they  throw  upon 
us  from  tbelr  machines — "because  the 
Belgians  refuse  to  open  the  Yaer  line." 
Aren't  they  amusing?  Of  course,  they 
can't  expect  us  to  be  so  stupid  as  to  do 
that;  since  we  have  held  our  positional 
here  for  four  months  already,  we  may 
as  well  pass  the  Winter  here,  especial- 
ly as  we  are  much  more  comfortable 
here  than  we  <<ould  he  anywhere  else; 
we  have  splendid  trenches,  warm  rest- 
shelters  behind  them,  socks  and  boots 
as  many  as  are  required,  and  regular 
t  ]  meals  every   day. 


A  Canadian  Benefactor 
Canadian  wealth  has  been  devoted  lib- 
erally to  the  cause  of  education,  but 
It  has  not  been  often  that  the  benefac- 
tor has  been  a  woman,  Canadian  wo- 
men owe  much  to  Mrs.  Lillian  Massey 
Treble,  who  has  spent  a  great  part  of 
tho  wealth  left  her  by  her  father  in 
building  and  endowing  a  college  of 
Household  Science  In  connection  with 
the  University,  of  Toronto. 

Mrs.  Treble  was  one  of  the  first  to 
believe  that  the  higher  education  for 
Which  women  had  fought  for  half  * 
century  or  more  was  not  a  preparation 
for  the  life  which  most  of  them  must 
lead.  She  had  a  fortune,  and  she  lived 
within  the- shadow  of  a  great  univer- 
sity. She  determined  to.  do  for  women 
what  the  .school  of  applied  science'  was 
doing,  for  men. 

In  a  small  way,  the  experiment,  was 
begun  eighteen  years  ago  in  a  basement 
in  a  mission  in  King  Street.  Toronto. 
Gradually  the  work  developed.  Dr. 
Btiraash,  chancellor  of  Victoria  College, 
was  the  steady  friend  of  this  movement, 
and  now  there  Is  a  faculty  of 'House- 
hold Science  In  Toronto  University. 
The  building  is  In  keeping  with  the 
splendid  group  to  which  it  belongs.  It 
has  a  full  staff  of  professors,  air  of 
whom  are  women.  From  this  school,  us 
from  that  endowed  by  Sir  William  Mac- 
Donald  at  St.  Anne  de  Bellevue,  and  the 
older  school  at  Guelph.  will  come,  wo- 
men fitted  to  Instruct  children  snd  girls 
In  the  art  of  home  making  and  the 
principles  which  lie  behind  it  Mrs. 
Massey-Trcble  deserves  a  place,. among 
the  Builders  of  Canada. 

Prices    at    Ban    Francisco 

There  are  doubtless  many  women 
workers  who  want  to  go  to  the  fair  at 
San  Francisco,  but  who  fear  that  they 
cannot  afford  the  expense.  Teachers. 
perhaps,  would  derive  for  themselves 
and  .their  pupils  special  benefit  from  the 
Exposition,  especially  as  the  educa- 
tional exhibit  Is  said  to  be  very  com- 
prehensive and  the  Canadian  Building 
one  of  the  finest  at  the  fair. 

The  following  extract  from  an  article 
from  The  Portland  Oregonlan,  a  dis- 
interested witness,  will  show  that  It  is 
quite  possible  for  visitors  to  live  al- 
most iis  cheaply  In  San  Francl«co  as 
they  c.nri  stay  for  the  same  length  of 
time    at    home: 

"It  Is  quite  possible  for  a  married 
couple  to  stay  at  the  Exposition  a 
month,  entering  the  grounds  four 
times  a  week  and  remaining  until  late 
at  night,  for  a  little  more  than  *100. 
This  includes  good  meals  and  comfort- 
able lodgings,  with  a  number  of  trips 
to  places  of  Interest  In  the  vicinity  of 
San  Francisco.  With  some  thought 
for  economy  a  man  and  wife  may  do 
better  still.  They  can  rent  a  furnish..! 
room  In  a  decent  house,  buy  their  pro- 
visions-at  the  market  and  do  their  own 
cooking  nni  housework  and  bring  thp 
month's  expenses  well  within  1100.  At 
the  same  time  they  need  miss  no  sight 
really    worth    seeing. 

"There  is  no  reason  to  believe  that 
prices  at  the  Exposition  have  been 
seriously  inflated.  Visitors  will  not  be 
robbed  either  In  the  city  or  on  the 
grounds  unless  they  wilfully  expose 
themselves  to  Imposture.  The  Influx 
of  visitors  will  necessarily  bring  a 
flood  of  prosperity  to  San  Francisco, 
but  there  Is  not  likely  to  be  any  dan- 
gerous Inflation  of  business,  nor  a 
great  deal  of  speculation.  Hence,  when 
the  Exposition  Is  over,  no  reaction  Is 
likely  to  ensue  with  a  period  of  hard 
times.  Those  who  have  influence  In 
the.  matter  are  trying  to  derive  per- 
manent good  to  the  community  from 
the  Imposition  rather  than  a  temporary 


riot  -of  specuplatlve  profits  and  every 
sensible  person  will  hope  that  they 
may  suxcewUL.,^y,,.t-JaL  ^.„..  „^.r.¥.,^^,^.,,. 
In  order  to  avoid  extortion:  visitors 
are  advised  to  consult 'the  official  In- 
formation' bureau  at  the  Exposition. 
This  advice,  of  course,  Is  only  intended 
for  those  who  are  obliged  to  practice . 
economy. 


Victoria.  Children 
On  these  holidays  the  town  Is  full  of 
children.  '  Babies  in  their  carriages, 
brought  down  by  mothers  who  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  presence  of  older  chil- 
dren In  the  homes  to  spend  an  hour  in 
shopping  or  an  afternoon  In  visiting, 
little,  ones  in  charge  of  older  sisters  or 
brothers,  or.  perhaps,  a  worklngman  or 
a  soldier  carries  or  leads  by  the  hand 
a  little  son  or  daughter.  Picnic  par- 
ties of  older  children  -are  met  at  the 
street  corners'  sometimes  in  charge  of 
their  mothers  and  quite  as  often  proud 


of  their  oWA  independence. — It  18  well 
worth  while  spending  a  little  time  look- 
ing at  the  little  folk  and  their  older 
brothers  and  sisters.  How  pretty  most 
of  them  are  and  how  neat  and  clean. 
Health  and  happiness  and  innocence  are 
shown  in  rounded  limb,  rosy  cheek  'and 
clear  bright  eyes.  There  is  surprising- 
ly little  evidence  of  want  or  even  of 
privation  among  the  children.  Is  not  all 
this  something  to  be  very  thankful  for. 
The  children  are  the  hope  of  Victoria, 
and  no  pains  should  be  spared  to  de- 
velop these  lovely  little  ones  into  stal- 
wart, efficient  men  and  strong,  loving, 
useful  women.  To  remove  from  our  clt7 
everything  that  is  a  menace  to  their 
physical  or  moral  nature  and  to  pro- 
mote by  every  means  in  our  power 
their  Terrowth  in  body/  mind  and  spirit 
Is  by  far  the  most  important  work  In 
which  their  elders  can  engage.  How 
far  reaching  such  efforts  extend 
thoughtful  parents  will  best  appreciate; 
Home  and  school,  church  and  municipal- 
ity all  have  their  part  to  contribute 
to   the  welfare  of  the  child. 


Clean  Up 

It  is  .nearly  five  years  since  the  city 
was  visited  with  an  epidemic  of  Infan- 
tile paralysis.  The  outbreak  came- after 
a  very  dry  season.  Whether  or  not  the 
absence. of  rain  had  any  connection  with 
the  sickness  .or  not  cannot  be  certainly 
stated  but  at  the  time  Infected  dust 
was  spoken  of  as  a  cause. 

This  Spring,  warm  weather  has  come 
sooner  than  usual,  and  ft  Is  to  be  feared 
that  the  condition  of  many  back  yards 
and  empty  lots  is  not  what.lt  should 
be.  It  is  surprising  how  soon  people 
who  should  know  better,  revert  to  prim- 
itive ways  of  .living  In  a  city  that  would 
be  dangerous  In  the  most  isolated  coun- 
try home.  It  seems  almost  Impossible 
to  convince  some  mothers  that  scarlet 
fever,  diphtheria,  typhoid,  and  the  vari- 
ous forms,  of  meningitis  are  due  to  con- 
ditions which  can  be  prevented.  All 
deaths  from  these  and  other  infectious 
sickness  are  due  to  the  carelessless, 
Ignorance  or  negligence  of  some  oho. 

In  cities  and  municipalities  the  re- 
sponsibility for  the  maintenance  of  san- 
itary conditions  lies  upon  the  boards  of 
health.  Their  officers  have  the  power  to 
compel  landlords  and  owners  of  bouses 
to  observe;  the  rules  of  sanitation.  But 
people  as  intelligent  as  the  majority  of 
eitfsens  of  Victoria  should  not  need  to 
be  forced  to  do  their  duty.  All  should 
know  that  one  Insanitary  home  may 
Infect  a 'whole  neighborhood.  The  pHe 
of  rubbish  left  to  fester  in  tho  sun  may 
bring  death  or  severe  illness  to  a  score 
of    babies. 

The  greater  part  of  our  city  is  well 
sewered.  -  -  Where  this  is  not  the  case 
proper  precautions  may  render 
the  waste  from  a  home  harmless.  But 
such  precautions  must  be  taken  unless 
evil  consequences  are  to  follow.  Every 
yard  and  every  lot  should  receive  dur- 
the  month  of  April  a  thorough  clean- 
ing. Whatever  rubbish  cannot  be 
burned,  should  be  removed.  One  of  Iho 
advantages  of  corner  lot  gardening  will 
be  to  bury  any  Injurious  germs  that 
may  he  uim">  the  surface  of  places  that 
may  have  been  the  homes  of  careless 
people. 

Once  the  yards  are  clean  they  should 
be  kept  so  even  though  landlords  or 
others  msy  he  offended.  Victoria's  sit- 
uation, Its  sea  breezes  and  Its  moderate 
climate  help  to  ensure  the  health  of  Us 
people.  But  the  most  favorable  cli- 
mate will  not  keep  people  well  who  wil- 
fully   break    nature's   laws.

The  Glenroy  is  a  steamer  or  4,131  tons. 
She  is  owned  by  McGregor,  Gow  &  Com- 
pany. 

PORTLAND.  Ore..  April  T.— The 
steamer  Glenroy  sailed  from  Portland 
January  38  last,  for  the  Orient  and  Lon- 
don. She  carried  from  here  lumber  and 
grain 'valued  at  141,000.  She  want  to 
Puget  Sound,  and  there  loaded  consid- 
erable more  freight  before  sailing  for 
Vladivostok  on  February  7,  where  she 
arrived  on  March  2.  She  was  to  have 
gone  from  there  to  Shanghai  before  flail- 
ing   for    England. 

The  Glenroy  while  on  a  previous  trip, 
caught  fire  at  her  dock  here  March  12, 
1914,  and  her  superstructure  was  badly 
damaged.  Several  grain  docks  and  the 
steamer  Cricket  were  burned  at  the  same 
time.  The  Glenroy  was  taken  to  Puget 
Sound  and  repaired.  She  had  made  but 
one  round  trip  to  England  since  that 
time.

It  is  announced  by  the  East  Aslatio 
Company,  of  Copenhagen  that  the  motor 
ship  Selandia  will  sail  from  Danish  and 
Swedish  ports  late  this  month  or  early 
in  May  with  general  cargo  for  Los 
Angeles,  San  Francisco,  Victoria,  Van- 
couver, Tacoma  and  Seattle.  The  Se- 
landia Is  the  pioneer  of  all  ocean-going 
motor  ships  and  ber  coming  will  at- 
tract more   than  ordinary  interest. 

The  motor  ship  Jutlandia,  of  the  same 
fleet,  is  reported  to  be  on  tbe  way  out 
to  the, North  Pacific  The  Selandia  and 
Jutlanaia,  at  the  time  of  their  construc- 
tion and  trial  trips,  were  watched  with 
great  interest  by  ■  snipping  men  the 
world  over,  as  the  use  of  internal  com- 
bustion engines  on  vessels  of  their  size 
riad  never  been  tried  before.  The  suc- 
cess of  the  experiment  is  apparent  from 
tbe  number  of  vessels  now  being  so 
equipped. 

Many  Orders  Placed, 

There  are  many  of  these  vessels  now 
in  use,  the  East  Asiatic  Company  being 
probably  the  largest  operators  of  this 
class  of  craft,  and  many  more  are  to  be 
built,  aa  is  evidenced  by  advices  from 
Europe,  which  contain  the  Information 
that  Messrs.  Burhaelster  &  Wain,  of 
Copenhagen,  have  recently  received 
orders  for  the  construction  of  eighteen 
motor  ships,  bringing  the  total  to  be 
built  by  that  firm  up  to  twenty-three.

Contractors  Report  Progress 
During  the  Month  of  March 
—Submarine  Plough  Is  Now 
in  Operation! 


That  remarkable  progress  has  been 
made  on  the  Victoria  breakwater  dur- 
ing the  past  few  months  la  evidenced 
by  the  fact  that  a  considerable  section 
Of  the  superstructure  is  now  visible  well 
above  tbe  waterllne  at  Ogdcn  Point. 
With  a  submarine  plough  in  operation 
the  contractors,  Sir  John  Jackson.  Ltd., 
are  rapidly,  leveling  off  the  rubble  bed 
and  by  this  means  facilitating  the  plac- 
ing In  position  of  the  granite  blocks 
which  are  now  a  visible  feature  of  the 
seaward  side  of  the  breakwater.  Ogd^n 
Point  Is  a  veritable  hive  of  activity. 
Thousands  of  tons  of  rock,  transported 
across  the  straits  from  the.  vast  quar- 
ries at  Albert  Head,  by  a  small  fleet  of 
tugs  and  dump-scows  continue  to.  be 
dumped  on  the  site  of  the  great  sea- 
wall. Slowly  but  surely  the  founda- 
tions for  the  superstructure  are  being 
built  up  and  as  tbe  process  of  leveling 
off  proceeds,  the  placing'  of  the  huge 
granite  blocks  is  carried  on,  paving  the 
way  for  the  extension  of  ths  reinforced 
concrete  wall. 

According  to  art  official  announcement 
made  yesterday  the  grand  total  of  con- 
crete laid  up  to  the  present  time  amounts 
to  6,687  cubic  yards,  of  which  2,361 
cubic  yards  were  laid  during  the  month 
of  March.  The  grand  total  of  rubble 
dumped  since  the  work  commenced,  in- 
eluding  the  core,  which  is  composed  of 
fine  rock,  Is  placed  at  844,911  ton*,  the 
figures  for  the  rubble  being  602,986  tons 
and  core  241,925  tons. 

During  the  month 
tractors  dumped  17,o08  tons  of  rubble. 

The  total  weight  of  granite  blocks  laid 
is  given  at  29,040  tons,  the  ngures  for 
March  being  4,333  tons.

repair  a,  ti>..  British  steamer  Epsom,  cap- 
tain Hill,  after  an  adventurous  voyage 
from  Sydney,  Cape  Breton,  which  pom- 
menced  on  June  it  Of  last  year,  put  in- 
to Ran  Francisco  on  Tuesday  afternoon. 
H.  n.  DavenpOrt,  local  manager  for 
Oodweil  A  Co.,  agents  tot  the  vessel, 
who  was  advised  ysterduy  of  the  call 
of  the  Kpsom  a  I  San  Francisco,  does  not 
expert  her  to  shnw  up  at  this  port  be- 
fore  the  beginning  of  next  week.  The 
freighter  had  an  uneventful  trip  as  far 
as  the  Straits  of  Magellan.  She  went 
ashore  on  August  fl  nt  Carrera  Point,  but 
was  rinally  floated  and  made  Punta 
Arenas  for  n-pairs,  Then  bad  weather 
was  encountered  on  the  voyage  north  nnd 
the  vessel  was  foreed  to  put  Into  Aca- 
pulco,  where  other  repairs  had  to  be 
made.  When  she  arrives  here,  the  Ep- 
som, after  discharging  her  cargo  of 
steel,  will  be  floated  Into  the  Esqui- 
mau drydock  for  a  thorough  overhaul. 
This  trip  by  stages  has  been  the 
subject  of  considerable  comment  by 
shipping  men.  It  Is  believed  that  ow- 
ing to  the  absence  of  proper  docking 
facilities  at  Punta  Arenas,  the  Kpsom 
was  not  permanently  repaired,  and  the 
outcome  of  her  unlucky  voyage  may  re- 
sult In  a  repair  contract  being  placed 
locally  while  she  la  In  the  Esquimau 
basin.

■relating  to  the  examination  of  masters 

and  mates  of  inland  and  coasting  vessels 

have  been  amended  by  Order-in-Coun«ll. 

The  following  new  definitions  of 
masters'  and  mates,  qualifications  are 
•given:   :  ■:■'  :y' 

Mate— A  candidate  must  not  be 
,  less  than  18  years  of  age,  and  roust  have 
served  two  years  at  sea. 

He.  must  have  served  one  year  as 
mate  of  a  passenger  or  freight  steamer 
on  the  Great  Lakes,  whilst  holding  a 
certificate  of  competency  a»  mate  of 
a,  passenger  steamer  on  the  inland 
waters 

Master — A  candidate  must  be  not  less 
than  1M  years  of  age  and  must  have 
served  as  mate  whilst  holding  a  mate's 
certificate. 

He  must  have  served  one  year  as 
master  of  a  passenger  or  freight  steam- 
er on  the  Croat  Lakes,  whilst  holding 
a  certificate  of  competency  as  a  master 
of  a  passenger  steamer  on  the  inland 
waters. 

In  Seamanship — In  addition  to  the 
qualification  for  a  mate,  he  will  be  re- 
quired— 

To  know  how  to  act  in  a  case  of 
stranding. 

To  answer  any  question  respecting 
currents  and  aids  to  navigation  which 
the  examiner   may    think   proper   to   ask. 

To  answer  any  other  question  the 
examiner  may  think  necessary  to  ask 
him  concerning  the  duties  of  a  master 
of  the  particular  class  of  sailing  vessel 
or  Steamer  for  which  he  desires 'a  cer- 
tificate.
